This is in response to Applicants' Preliminary amendment filed August 22, 2003. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach a system to collect image data which is representative of an aerial image 
of a mask used in the manufacture of integrated circuits, wherein the mask includes 
features having a line width, comprising an image sensor unit disposed within a 
moveable platform having a plurality of sensor cells, each includes an active area which 
is smaller than the line width to sample light of a predetermined wavelength incident 
thereon; and a processing unit coupled to the image sensor unit to generate image data 
representative of the aerial image of the mask, wherein the processing unit generates 
aerial image by interleaving the image data sampled by each sensor at each discrete 
locations of the platform.
